DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 7, 
2009 has been entered. 

2. This office action is in response to applicant's amendments filed on August 6, 
2009. 

3. Claims 1,3-6,8-14 and 16-19 are pending. Claims 2,7 and 15 have been 
cancelled. Claims 1,6 and 14 have been amended. Claims 4 and 5 have been 
withdrawn from consideration due to a non-elected group. 

4. All prior rejections are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1,3,6,8-14 and 19-19 are allowed. The process claims are allowable over 
the closest prior art of record, Kielbania (US 4,507,342), because of applicant's 
declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed on August 6, 2009 demonstrating that the 
methods of Kielbania et al. do not form translucent prints on the fabric. Other prior art 
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not previously cited but relevant are JP 63125934 which disclose transparent relief 
patterns produced with copolymers with monomers containing quaternary ammonium 
salts but do not teach etchants and DE 1 140544 which disclose transparent patterns but 
no quaternary ammonium salts. Accordingly, the process claims are allowable over the 
priori art of record. 

6. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Claims 4 and 5 have been withdrawn from consideration but have not been 
cancelled. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat.
